A Study Of Studies 



The House report on education 
touched off probably the biggest con- 
troversy ow tiMk. ftits of oducftUon 

Kontudcy history. The committee 
li^lich piepared it did not spare any- 
one or anything, but leveled barbs 
at elementary, secondary, and higher 
education. 

It attached the epithet of "soft" 
educatioo to Kentudcy athoch and 
tingled out many phases of training 
in which students were lacking. 

What was pleasing (although dis- 
turbingly so) about the report was 
its nearness to the truth. High school 
Students in the state, it said, simply 
aren't getting the educational train> 
teg i^eeded to prepare them for the 
rigors and comprehensiveness of col- 
lege. And the coUeg0s are hampered 
because of this. 

The House committee created 
heated debates, denials, and some 
firm avowals from Kentucky educa- 
tors to improve and meet the stand- 
ards that the legislators were seeking. 

Now another, and we think more 
tangible, report will be fortliconiing 
in a study of Kentucky high school 
curriculums by a statewide commit- 
tee organized by a group of UK 
students and sponsored by Student 
Congress. 

The study will he snpervised by 
a statewide committee of Kentucky 
college educators, prominent business- 
men, legislators, and student council 



presidents. The SC committee or- 
ganizing it has contacted Kentucky 
Cwiiens lerveninr ■weieiieo m eoo* 
cation rather dian a group of apadi> 
etic incompetenli iiifbo usually get on 
such committees. 

It is a credit ol \hc University that 
the study began here and that the 
original idea came from a UK stu- 
dent. It should carry moie impact 
with those conducting the study and 
with those schoolt wtstdh will 
be studied. 

Consider that 50 percent of the 
freshmen here are usually on proba- 
tion (and many of those idling go 
to other state eoUeget and pass with 
ease) and one receives full in the 
face the rea-son wh\' tlir stndv is 
direly needed. Yet tin re is little 
effort Ix'ing made by Kentucky high 
schools to change their curricuhunt. 
Many of them are loaded with courses 
which should be learned at the grade- 
school level. 

Add to that the fact th.it Ken- 
tnc k\ is idling sonirw li»Te nt ar oOth 
jn education and has one of the high- 
est illiteracy rates, and the study's 
purpose becomes magnified. 

For if high school curriculums are 
iinproNcd, the state colirut s will Ix* 
al)l<' to teach and cliallcngf Ix'tter 
prepared students, and Kentucky's 
school system should take a notice- 
able leap in national rankings, enough 
to make any study wcctbwhile.

One of the secretaries in charge 
of the University noticed with .sterl- 
ing alacrity that students will have 
a real problem this year. They can't 
read four words, Tlease print in ink,' " 
she sakL How can they possibly read 
four pages of this material?" 

Actually it is ver\- simple. The 
prep<mderating essence of it is ex ident 
in any UK official's lace— that l(M)k of 
mingled delight and disgust with stu- 
dent Stupidity. 

PMdassificatkm 101, a course in 
understanding the Great New System, 
will be offered next fall, but in the 

meantime, as a public service, here 
is a concise travelogue of preclassifica- 
tion. 

First of all, the student is given 
a blue card and four orange cards if 
he is a girl and four purple cards 

if he is a l)oy, plus an UiM schedule 
card w hich must he filled out on both 
si<les in alphaln'tical order. 

He takes thr cards to his ad\ is<'r 
who plavs an outstanding role. He 
knows what he reads in the mime- 
ographed material, and he is able to 
help the student fill his schedule with 
beneficial courses That is wh it ad- 
visers are for, to lend frieiidK help- 
ing hands toward the exit signs out 
of this mess. 

After signing all the cards and 
wishing the student wouU drop dead, 
the adviser sends the student to the

He keeps the bhie card for pos- 
terity. 

At thr Coliseum the student stops 
at various stations wliere his schedule 
is meditated and p roce ss ed. He is ob- 
Ihrious to all this red tape (too), and 
when his schedule is returned to him, 
he finds that in half his cours<«s all 
the sections are closetl. He can't 
change tin tn Ix cause his advisi^ Jias 
signet! his cards, a loyalty oath ges- 
ture, meaning that he. roust %akc^tha 
subjects he hM signed up rar. 

Next he goes to a pioblem tfyHoh 
where his problenis are explained to 
him. 

Th»!i he stops at Station 4. This 
is a Innch tonnter. The l^iiversity 
is detrnnined to derive some value 
from preclassification. 

He returns to his adviser for an- 
other schedule and returns hanHly to 
the Co1is< iiin some days later, when, 
if he is lucky, he will get some classes. 

He wanders through half a do7«n 
more stations, dropping and adding 
cards, tossing .ironnd ai»pit)\als and 
rejection slips, and liecoining ac- 
ipiainted with the University per* 
sonnel. 

At station 10 he regist«'rs his car, 
hut first he h.is to say, ".May 1/' .-\t 
station 11. Ii<- dorsn t s.ty, "May I — 
tluy .say, ' You ai//I and he gets his 
fee slip. 

Then he goes to station 12. Here 
he finds a sign. It says, "No parking
